WItb eack , additional report from 
Port^j^rtkur wonder ii Increased both 
at tae persistency of the Japanese at- 
tack and fhe »ien)tc Ptiibbornnpss of 
the deftriders of the fortress. The 
Japanese are literally throwing away 
thousands of lives in the hope of shaH- 
ing the oourage of the Russian troops. 

MaJ. Oen. Feck says he is confident 
the fortress can not be taken, but that 
if It IB taken tlie whole Japanese army 
win have to immolate itself on the 
slopes of the fortlflcatlons. 

There were live desperate assaults 
on Green hlU. Jaly 26, the Japanese re- 
turning each time with apparently 
inexhaustible reinforcements. On the 
final a8sa\ilt, however, the Jii piini'sc 
broke badly, throwing away their 
K'lnH, (artrlflge belts and even their 
boots to faciUUte their flight, and 
leaving 7,000 dead or wounded. 

Onr surgeons worked heroically, im- 
partially aiding Japanese and Rus- 
sians. The Japanese were so touched 
that they tearfully thanked the Rus- 
sian Burgeone. 

The assault on Green hills was re- 
peated on J^ily 17, and there were fre- 
QUent hand-to-hand encounters, the 
I^yssianH leaving the trenches to fol- 
low their enemies. 

The assaults of July 28 and July 29 
on the Wolf hills were not followed 
up, the JapaoMf baliig too severely 
nbakan. Wa aTaeuatad' the Wolf hills 
chiefly for stratagie reasons, as the 
hills made the line of defenses too 
long to effectually withstand the furi- 
ous attacks of the Japanese. 

The assault of July 80 wai made in 
the^afli ^ nlglit lU tiM kope of sur- 
prauc the Ruadani. 'Blxiy thousand 
man were hurled against^our l.t,ooo. 
but we drove them back again and 
ngaln at the point of the bayonet. It 
was another Sbipka pass. 

The Japanese poured In freah bat- 
taUMP, and the slopes, covered with 
the dead and the dying, literally ran 
with blood. 

Our Thirteenth regiment was forced 
from its position, but the Fourteenth 
reglmaat eame up and with the bayo- 
n«| agate dislodged the visitors. 

As near as can be as( ertiiincd this 
assault cost the .lapantse lo.doO men. 

The Japanese lofeKes since the siege 
began have been 28,000 men. The ex- 
plosion of one mine wiped out 600. 
This was an awful sight A volcano 
of stones dismembered the bodies of 
the soldiers while the nky was lit up 
with a purple glare and the mud walls 
of the Chinese village were thrown 
doV|ro l^y the «bOck. After this fight 
GflB.

St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 23. — Property 
loss, $2,665,000.

districts, $100,000. 

The foregoing is a summary of the 
damage wrought by Saturday's torna- 
do in various sections of Minnesota. 
In addition to the faUUy neariy 200 
parsons sustained injuries of a minor 
character. The city government Mon- 
day had a force of 400 men at work 
clearing the streets of the vast amount 
of debris with which they had been 
strewn; gangs of linemen were at 
work repairing damage to alectric 
wlrea, and the wholesale houses had 
their employes busily engaged in re- 
nu>vinK damaged goods and making 
temporary repairs to their buildings 
and warehouses. 

The municipality, through' the de- 
struction of bridges, school buildings, 
parks and other public property suf- 
fered the greatest loss. Its damage 
closely api loxiniating a million dol- 
lars. The other losses, involving near- 
ly 200 business firms and Individuals, 
range from $50,000 in the case of 
Pinch, Young and McConvllle, whole- 
sale dry goods, down to a few dollars 
for the breakage of window glass and 
the tearing away of awnings. 

In Minneapolis, where the work of 
clearing away the wreckage and re- 
pairing the damage done baa been pro- 
ceeding rapidly, the extent of the in- 
Jury done is not so great as was at 
first reporte<l. Tlie largest individual 
loser was Donaldson's glass block, an 
Immense department store. The loss 
to building and stock Is ostlmatod at 
$100,000. 

fa ndther dty Is the loss adequate- 
ly OOVOred by tornado insurance. It 
was the common belief of residents of 
the Twin Cities that they were "tor- 
nado proof." At Waeonia, a little vil- 
lage, 20 miles west of Minneapolis, the 
tornado wrecked almost every house, 
fhe depot was blown away and many 
pleasure seekers who had been spend- 
ing the day at Coney Island and had 
tal<eu refuge from the storm in the 
station narrowly escaped death. 

Tho members of the Moye family 
were cruabed to death in the ruins of 
their home, which was totally demol- 
ished. 

'I'he fourth person killed was a farm- 
er living northeast of town. 

Much destruction waa done to the 
adjacent oonntry. Farm buildings 
were blown ,away and standing com 
leveled to the earth and much other 
damage done. 

The storm was also felt in various 
parts of N(>rib»rn Wisconsin, consid- 
erable damage being done to property 
and a<nno peraona being injured.
